Powell’s mother sent word that she had 
retired and that if any telegrams came 
she was not to be disturbed until morn- 
ing. | 
The boys of the Charter house school, 
where Baden-Powell was educated, were 
aroused from sleep by the news, and the 
institution quickly became a veritabie 
pandemonium of noise and enthusiasm. 

As soon as information of the relief was 
received the lord mayor, Mr. A. J. New- 
ton, sent the following dispatch to Colo- 
nel Baden-Powell: 

“The citizens of London afe relieved. 
They rejoice in the good news received. 
Your gailant defense will long live in 
British annals. Cable me what money 1s 
wanted for the needs of the garrison and 
inhabitants after long privations.”’ 

In unrestrained jubilations the provinces 
were not behind the metropolis. Although 
London had the start by-a few minutes 
the great industrial surrounding towns 
soon burst into patriotic demonstrations. 
Bells clashed in their steeples; village 
bands turned out and people gathered in 
the square to chant fervidly ‘God Save 
the Queen.” 

From all parts of the empire comes 
the same story. Bombay, Hong Kong, 
Colombia and .the Australian cities are 
rejoicing. Continental cities, as the press 
telegrams abundantly testify, received the 
news sadly. 

Under the head of “How the News 
Was Received,’’ The Daily Chronicle says: 

“The telegram to the Associated Press 

from Pretoria, the historic dispatch, an- 
nouncing tht, relief of Mafeking—was 
Sent from the: capital of the Transvaal 
at 11:39 a. m., May 18th. It reached the 
London office’ at 9:17 p. m., and was in- 
Stantly dispatched to every quarter of the 
Globe. By 10:30 p. m. had come a re- 
sponse from far-off Toronto describing 
the reception of the news there, 
. This is not surprising in view of the 
act that four minutes after the receipt 
of the telegram here it was in the Assvu- 
ciated Press office in New York, when 
it was forwarded to the furtherest limits 
of the North American continent.” 


Mr. Joseph Chamberlain called at the 
war office after mfdnight and received a 
tremendous ovation. 

The relief of Mafeking has had the effect 
of suspending for a moment interest in 
the operations elsewhere in the field of 
war, Nevertheless yesterday brought im- 
portant official announcements.

Macon, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—Some- 
thing of e& political sensation was created 
in Macon today by the report that at the 
election in Crawford county last Tuesday 
200 persons more than were registered 
were allowed to vote, and if this was 
true an effort would be made to declare 
the election null and void, so far as the 
race for solicitor general of the Macon 
ecircult {s concerned, in which event Bob 
Hodges would be elected instead of Hope 
Polhill, as Polhill carried Crawford by 
seventy-six majority over Hodges, and if 
this majority was cut from Polhill Hodges 
would be elected by sixty-seven majority. 
There were 845 votes cast in Crawford 
for the candidates for solicitor general, 
which is said to be 200 more than were 
registered. If this is a fact, it Is not 
known for what candidate the 200 votes 
were cast. It is further asserted that 
lists of registered voters were not fur- 
nished to election managers in certain pre- 
cincts, which is a violation of the rules 
adopted by the state democratic executive 
committee. The entire vote in that county 
could be thrown out on this point alone: 
It {Is stated that in these precincts in 
which no printed Hsts were used that 
anybody who wanted to vote did so with- 
out question, and {t was not determined 
even whether he resided in that district 
or not or whether he was qualified to vote. 
It is said that parties have gone from 
Macon to Crawford to ascertain the cor- 
rectness of these rumors. T. J. Martin, 
one of the Crawford county election man- 
agers, is in Macon this evening, and he 
makes the following statement: 


“T have heard the rumor today in Ma- 
con, but so far as I am informed it is 
without foundation. I can speak positive- 
ly for the district which I served, and 
know that everything was all right there. 
We were furnished registration lists, and 
not a single man voted except such as 
were on this list. There were not as man 
voted in my district as registered. 
heard that one of the candidates for 
sheriff had been accused of voting men 
under age, but I think that these were 
only instances where these voters would 
be of age in the regular election. 

“Do you know of any investigations 


that are being made concerning this mat- 


ter?’ he was asked. 

“T know of none; I left the county the 
day after the election for Culloden and 
came directly here from that place. I 
don't see why there should have been any 
fraud at alp for if lists were furnished 
in one district they must have been fur- 
nished in all. I know nothing about this 
matter except what I have heard in Ma- 
con today.’’

The Election Manager, 

While the canvass leading to the 
state primary was in progress, there 
arose in several sections of the state 
a demand for a division of election 
according to the lines 
marked out by leading candidates for 
public office. It was claimed by 
these gentlemen that their personal 
interests in the result was of such a 
character that it should We specifically 
recognized it the management! which 
had hold of the ballot box. This 
claim was furthér strengthened by 
the statement that in the statute elec- 
tions such division was insisted upon 
by law. 

A discussion of this subject at the 
time would have looked like partisan- 
ship, and would probably have been 
out of place, but now that the contest 
is over, and that no*personal feature 
can be ascribed to anything which is 
written, we deem it proper to refer to 
it. In the first place, the law requiring 
a division of managers in regular 
state elections bases this divsion not 
upon personal differences, but upon 
party views, It Is provided that man- 
ageys—Shall represent, in a certain 
ratio, the political parties of the state 
and not the individuals who happen 
to be running for public office. Such a 
division is physically possible, be- 


_causSg there are always two leading 


parties, never more than three—and 
hence recognition can be given. But 
in the case of individuals it is phys- 
ically impossible, and hence the law 
does not ask for it. In a county elec- 
tion, for instance, there may be fifty 
persons running for office, each one 
having hig undoubted personal inter- 
est in the result. In order to give ef- 


| fect to a demand for personal repre- 
|Sentation in the management of the 


election there would have to be fifty 
managers at each of the polling 
places—a manifest impossibility “as 
well as an absurdity. Sometimes it 
happens that one or two of these 
candidates assume that their personal 
interest overshadows that of every 
other man im the race. While this 
may be very evident to themselves, 
they certainly, have no right to de- 
mand such precedence over their fel- 
lows, who, before the eyes of the law, 
are their equals. 

A primary election is contro!led by 


whole, and of no individual in it. The 
manager, therefore, represents his 
party and not a candidate; he stands 
in the character of a judge whose 
duty it is to do exact justice To all 
who come before him, and to carry 
out the law. He has no right to know 
a single man who appears before him 
Outside of the record, This was the 
condition which prevailed in Fulton 
county, for instance, and which has 
won the approval of every candidate 
in the race, from the one with the larg- 
est majority to the one who came trail- 
ing alomg in the rear with the smallest 
minority. ‘It is important that this 
condition should be recognized 
universally, and acted upon, * be- 
cause it will save the party from per- 
sonal quarrels and snares which can 
only bring to it trouble and some- 
times disrepute. 

It is+the duty of the party to fur- 
nish honest managers whose word 
will stand the test. It is the duty 
edqually of the candfdates to acknowl- 
edga the honesty of purpose of the 
party and of its agents. There igs

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How To Spend Money. 

The Baltimore Sun, speaking of 
some changes in the management of 
the Tome endowment, says of it:

WAR LOSSES ARE 
10 BE ADJUSTED 


Confederate Soldiers Will Be Paid 
for Damages. 


COX’S BILL WAS PASSED 


First Like Measure To Pass Since the 
. ( War. 


NO LIMIT PLACED ON AMOUNTS 


Measure Acted on Out of Regular 
Order as Special Compliment 
to Its Author. 


Washington, May 18.—For the first time 
since the civil war the house today passed 
a measure to pay confederate soldiers for 
losses growing out of the civil war. It 
was a bill introduced by Mr. Cox, of Ten- 
nessee, to pay the confederate soldicrs 
who surrendered at Appomattox for the 
loss of-horses and other personal effects 
taken from them in violation of Lee’s 
capitulation to Grant by which officers 
and men of Lee’s army were allowed to 
retain their baggage, side arms and horses. 

The bill originally carried $200,000, but 
the specific sum was stricken out and the 
appropriation was made indefinite. The 
bill was passed out of its order as a 
special compliment to Mr. Cox, who, after 
ten years’ service in the house, is to Tre- 
tire at the end of his present year. Under 
the rules the day was devoted to the con- 
sideration of bills reported by the commit- 
jee on war claims. Among the bills passed 
were: .

sissippi, $15,000; of Ww. W. Dunton,: of 
Hinds county, Mississippi, $80,000, and of 
R. A. Schellhouse, of Iowa, $5,800, to the 
court of claims.

Twenty-seven of the forty-four senato- 
rial districts of the state have nominated 
their senators for the next legislature, 
leaving seventeen yet.to act. Thus with a 
large majority of the upper house practi- 
cally elected it is no difficult matter to.

be like former senates and wherein it is 
likely to differ from those that have gone 
before. 

“The personnel of the next senate,’* 
remarked a prominent state official yes- 


terday, “so far as we are able to judge,

I would not have any 
one construe my remark as disparaging 
to the ability of any other senate, but I 
predict here that in the next upper house 
the state will have the best and most in- 
téllectual set of representatives it has

debate on the ordinance to repeal the 
Grady unien label ordinance wil] occur 
next Moncay morning at 10 o’clock at the 
city hall. Alderman Harvey Johnson, 
chairman of the committee. announced 
yesterday afiernoon that he had definitely 
determined upon that time, and that upon 
this occasion there would be no post- 
ponement. 

The committee has made preparations 
for a lengthy session, and will hear fully 
from both sides before arriving at a de- 
elsion. The report will be made to councll 
next Monday afternoon; as the members 
of the committee believe they can make 
up their minds on the subject a few min- 
utes after hearing the arguments both pro 
and con. 

This is expected to be one of the most 
interesting sessions held recently by the 
ordinance «Ommittee. There is deep inter- 
est at present In tbe union labels and it is 
probable that those who are financially 
concerned in the matter will ba on hand 
to participate in the discussion. The pro- 
prietors of non-union printing shops will 


appear before the committee to urge that 


the union label ordinance introduced vy 
Councilman Henry W. Gredy, of the sixth 
ward, several months ago, be repealed. 

They will doubtiess argue on the class 
legislation point, telling the committee of 
the injustice which they think is being 
done them, r 

The labor unions, the union shops, Coun- 
cilman Grady, the father of the ordinance, 
and Colonel W. T. Moyers will present the 
union side of the question to the commit- 
tee. It is the present intention to hold 
the meeting in the committee room, next 
the mayor's office, but it is believed thal 
because of the large crowd it will be 
necessary for the committee to huld the 
session: in the council chaniber. 

The union label ordinance already has 
an interesting history. It was introduced 
several months ago by Councilman Grady, 
and was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittea for aation. That committee re- 
ported favorably, and at the next meeting 
of council] the new ordinance was adopted. 

It requires that the label of the allied 
printing trades council appear on all the 
city’s printing. 

The new ordinance was given the signa- 
ture of the mayor, but not before a spirit- 
ed debate hed occurred in his office be- 
tween the two sides. The ordinance be- 
came effective about two months ago, and 
is now being observed by the various de- 
partments of the municipal government, 

About one month ago the proprietors of 
non-union shops petitioned council to re- 
peal the union label ordinance, and sup- 
mitied a drait of an ordinance which, if 
adopted, would have that effect. It is this 
paper that is to be debated before the 
committee next Monday :sncrning. 

The Longino Resolution. 

Another interesting matter to arise dur- 
ing the meeting of the ordinance commit- 
te> is the resolution introduced in council 
several sessions ago by Pr. Longino, of 
the seventh -ward. This resolution de- 
clares the ireligibility of niembers. of the 
Various city departmental boards for re- 
election, such as the board of police com- 
missicners, board of health, board of wa- 
ter commissioners, park board and others. 

After its introduction, this resolution 
Was sent to the ordinance committee, Al- 
dérman Johnson,the chairman, was absent 
from the city at the time, and for this 
reason no r‘eeting of the commitice was 
held for. several weeks. Only one mecting 
has been held by the committee, since the 
return of the chairman, and then it was 
not convenient to discuss either the union 
label matter or the Longino resolution, as 
much time was cons'med by the discus- 
sion over the Rock street matter, 

As many prominent citizens of Atlanta 
are members of the various boards, which 
interest them directly in the Longino reso- 
lution, it is probable that the discussion 
before the committee on the matter will 
be worth hearing.

Colonel 
Allen was elected without opposition as 
the prohibition candidate, Captain Daniel 
Sanford, who for a time opposed him, 
withdrawing from the race. In withdraw- 
ing Captain Sanford charged that the 
campaign against him was unfair and un- 
democrtic. 

“T was never in a fairer campaign in 
my life.’ said Colonel Allen yesterday, 
‘‘and there was no reason on this score 
for my opponent to withdraw. My elec- 
tion was assured from the very first and 
I would have won out by almost as large 
a majority if the opposition to me had 
kept up.”’

The primary’ in Cow- 
eta was otherwise remarkable, for otit of 
a registration of 2,100 there were 2,026 
votes cast.

A Mass of Overtures. 

Quite a number of overtures from the 
fferent presbyteries were then taken up 
nd read by Stated Clerk Alexander. 
than an hour was consumed in 
iding requests from the many 
resbyterics of the south for action by 
general assembly upon a variety of 
Many of the communications 
pertained to church regulations, but the 
bulk of them were directed to three mat- 
which will occupy no small part of 

deliberations of the body. 

First, the Question of the remarriage of 

Jeemed of primary impol- 
tunce. The need is felt of the enactment 
of definite church laws to guide Presby- 
terian clergymen in cases where a divorces 
applies for remarriage. It is set forth by 
the dozen or more petitioning presby- 
teries that flagrant violations of the 
ecriptural law of divorce have occurred 
‘within the church, and that the divinely 
approved grounds of adultery and wilful 
desertion ccnstitute put a small part of 
the complaints upon which divorces are 
granted. lt is feared that many ministers 
unwittingly become a party to a violation 
of scrip.ural tenets tn solemnizing such 
marriages, and for their guldance the 
general assembly is asked to make a de 
liverance that will forever set at rest ali 
uncertainty and criticism. The question 
is pne of large human interest, aside from 
the orthocox phase of it. and has been 
receiving a great de2l] of attention of late 
from pulpit and press. The recent bold 
utterances of Bishop Potter, of the Epis- 
copal. church, will be called to mind. 
When the committee on overtures brings 
in its report on this subject it is expected 
that a lively débate will ensue among 
the commissioners. 

Second, there is no Uttle complaint at 
the action cf the board of foreign missions 
in raising the salary ef the sec-cetary 
from $2,500 to $3,000. ‘his inereased salary 
is regarded by many Pr ans as

making the offlee too much cof a sinecure. 
There ‘s a disposition shown in cer ain 
quarters to even reduce the secretary’s 
Salary to $2,000. Among the numerous 
overtures con the subject were some fav- 
oring such a reduction and some asking 
that the power of regulating such matters 
be taken from the mission board and 
vested in the general assembly. 

Third, the revision of the hymnal of the 
church seems a question of p~bsorbing in- 
terest. A decided opposition has develop- 
ed to the plen to revise the hymns of the 
church at this time, as is proposed, main- 
ly on economical grounds. With some the 
reason is a sentimental one. 

An overture from the presbytery of 
Suwanee usked the assembly for a deliv- 
erance on the propriety of what was term- 
ed ‘‘the theatrical and spectacular features 
incorporated in the observance of chil- 
dren’s day for 1900," and expressed the 
opinion that such stagy effects ‘‘foster a 
perverted tvste.”’ 

Ministers Welcomed. 


While the body was in the midst of 
hearing the overtures, it was called upon 
by the moderator to rise to receive the 
Evangelical Ministers’ Association, of At- 
lanta, which had called to pay its respects 
to the visiting Presbyterians. Dr. Theron 
Rice presented Dr. Cleveland, secretary of 
the association, who introduced his broth- 
er ministers to the moderator and the as- 
sembly as they passed. Moderator Martin 
made a happy little speech of welcome, 
which was followed by a cordial welcome 
cf the general assembly to Atlanta by 
Dr. Eads, of the Methodist church, speak- 
ing in behalf of the Atlanta clergy. 

At this juncture Dr. Rice referred to 
“two venerable saints of God’ whom 
the general assembly would be honored to 
have introduced to it—Dr. Lijivingston, 
aged ninety-seven, father of Congressman 
Livingston, and Dr. Barry, aged. ninety. 
Dr, Livingstcn, he said, believed in letting 
his beast 1¢st on the Sabbath day, and 
had in his long Hfe walked over 37,000 
miles to church. 

The two aged fathers in the ministry 
came forward, and were assisted by loving 
arms to the platform, where they stood a 
moment facing the assembly, which greet- 
ed them most cordially. P 

A letter was read from Dr. DuBose, of 
the China mission, asking the synod of 
South Curolina, from which it was re- 
ferred, to teke the tnitlative in having an 
additional secretary appointed for the 
board of foreign misstons. 

At 11 o’clock the moderator announced 
that the reports of the standing commit- 
tees were next in order. 

Dr. S. H. Chester, of Nashville, Tenn., 
secretary of the executive committee on 
foreign missions, made a detailed report 
of that important branch of the church's 
work for the past year, showing most 
gratifying progress. The total receipts for 
that object were shown to have been $161,- 
631.44. a sum of $16,180.64 in excess of the 
receipts of the previous year. The south- 
ern Presbyterian church maintains in the 
foreign mission field 163 missionaries at an 
average cost per missionary of from 3300 
to $1,000. It is desired to raise $200,000 to 
carry on mission work in foreign lands 
this year, and a considerable portion of 
this amount is required for use in our 
newly “acquired’’ possessions. Much stress 
was laid in the report upon the condition 
of’ affairs in Cuba, and the Pear! of the 
Antilles will be given special attention 
during the coming year by southern pres- 
byterianism. Twelve new missionaries 
were sent out last year and five were re- 
tired on account of ill health. It is re- 
quired that the missionary ranks receive 
large accessions at once if the work in 
hand is adequately carried out. Dr. Ches- 
ter alluded to the ‘‘Congo boat,’’ or the 
new gospel boat now buiding in Rich- 
mond, Va.. and designed for voyages for 
mission purposes under the auspices of 
fhe church. He pronounced the craft a 
fine piece of workmanship in the juug- 
ment of experts attached to the navy de- 
partment. 

Dr. J. N:. Craig read the annual report 
of the home missions board, an abstract 
of which is appended:

Bishop McCabe May Be Censured by 
Conference for Some of His Re- 


cent Satirical Utterances. 


Chicago, Mgy 18.—The .Methodist Epts- 
copal general conference took three more 
ballots today for two additional bishops, 
but without result. Dr. Henry Spell 
meyer, of Newark, N. J., and Dr. J. F 
Berry, editor of The Ppworth Herald, are 
now, however, far ahead in the voting. 
Dr. W. V. Kelley and J. W. E. Bowen, 
the latter the colored candidate, withdrew 


their names today. 

The conference today voted to send two 
more missionary bishops to southern Asia 
with the recommendation that when two 
or more missionary bishops are assigned 
to a given territory they shall be co-or- 
dinate in authority. A much disputed 
question—the removal of the time of pas- 
tors also came up for discussion, debate 
being unfinished when the conference ad- 
journed. 

The Methodist church will not, if the re- 
port of the committee is accepted, alter 
its position to playing cards, dancing and 
certain other amusements, 

By a vote of forty-five to twenty-five 
the committee on the state of the church 
today decided to recommend that the sec- 
tion on prohibited amusements be taken 
out and that a new section be inserted in 
the chapter on adyices, as follows: 

“Our church has from the beginning of 
its history insisted that danging, playing 
at games of cards, attending theaters, 
horse races. circuses, dancing parties and 
patronizing dancing schools and other 
amusements which cannot be used in the 
name of the Lord ‘Jesus, are perilous to 
the spiritual lifé and influence of the 
members of our church and enervating to 
the spiritual power of the church in the 
great work of saving souls. The tenden- 
Sey in social circles toward dangerous 
amusements was never stronger than it 
is at the present time, and, therefore, we 
deem it wise to reaffirm our historic at- 
titude on this subject.” 

Acting under the advice of the board of 
bishops the committee on epipocacy to- 
day decided to recommend to the general 
conference that an additional bishop be 
elected to take chargelof the work in 
eastern China. This makes three mis- 
Sionary bishops which the conference will 
now be called upon to elect.

MANY REPORTS WERE READ. 
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Cumberland Presbyterians Had Busy | 


Session Yesterday. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 18.—The en- 
rollment today in the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian assembly is 225 commissioners 
and Others arriving tonight will swell the 
number to 240, making the largest as- 
sembly of the church ever held, the larg- 
est preceding this being at Memphis, 
Tenn., in 1892 with 229 enrolled. It is esti- 
mated that 200 interested members of the 
church from other cities, besides eom- 
missioners, are present. On motion of 
Dr. Ira Landreth a new, standing com- 
mittee was formed, to wich will be re- 
ferred all matters in connection with 
the million dollar endowment fund. The 
educational committee and the stated 
clerk of the assembly made their reports, 
which were referred to committees. A 
report was made showing that in the 
past year thirty-nine ministers have died. 
eight demitted, two suspended, four de- 
posed and forty-five gained. The treas- 
urer’s report shows receipts of $5,984.27 
and balance on hand of $1,680.5s. 

The Smith-Chambers bequest in favor 
of Cumberland university, asking that 
the fund shall accrue to the benefit of 
the theological school, was referred t- 
the committee on overtures. 

The report of the board of missions 
showed that the church had received of- 
ferings for foreign missions during the 
year from 1,114 congregations, 219 endeav- 
or societies, 46 Sunday schools, 60 indi- 
viduals and three estates. For homs 
missions were received offerings from 
1,088 congregations, 191 Sunday schools. 11 
endeavor societies, 59 individuals and 
three estates, which is an adVance over 
other years. The total amount received 
from all sources for mission work footed 
up $97,726.90. 

The report of the Lebanon university 
board of visitors was read, in which it 
was shown that the university was doing 
a good work. It was recommended thet 
the assembly do nothing now as to the 
Smith-Chambers bequest.

Weather Was Unfaworrd'e, Causing 
a Sharp Advance in Wheat, and 
Other Markets Followed. 


Chicago, May 18.—Unfavorable weather was 
the factor in the grain pit today, wheat closing 
%@t%ec higher, corn 4@%c uP and oats %c “9 
proved. Provisions closed unchanged to 2%c 
lower. 

The greater part of. the session of trade in 
wheat was quiet. The opening was easy, July 
%@%c under yesterday at 66% to 66c, because 
Liverpool was lower and the poard’s figures 
reported an increase in Argentine shipments 
over the previous week. But the price got no 
lower, for the bears had been in control only & 
brief period when the weather began to make 
itself felt.

Roses continue to enjoy much favor, 
Beverihelicss Many other Kinds of llowers 
are coming to the trontr, while the taste 
lor foliage, fruits and berries becomes 
diaily Mure accentuaied. ‘6 add to the 
long list of rose-trimmed modeis, here is
